Last Witness 
Testifies In

Keep Cinders Off the Streets 


The complaint of Edmonton business 
firms, expressed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, that the use of cinders rather than 
gand on downtown streets is causing dam- 
age to floor coverings in stores and offices 
should be considered seriously by the city.’ 

The Edmonton Bulletin made the same 
complaint two years ago and pointed out, in 
addition, that household rugs and carpets 
in homes throughout the city were also 
suffering from cinder stains and burns. 

The city replied at that time that sand 


was not available in quantities during the 
winter months, 

That is no excuse at all. 

It would be a simple matter to make a 
stockpile of sand availabie for winter use 
during the summer months. 

That is one piece of wanton destruction 
that cannot be permitted to go on. 

It may cost the city $50,000 to sand the 
streets in winter. It costs the people of Ed- 
monton perhaps as much as $300,000 in 
damage to rugs and furniture when cinders 
are used. 


Ottawa Should Not Need Coaxing 


The news that federal cabinet mini- 
gters may be able to meet an Edmonton 
Gelegation within the next ten days to dis- 
cuss the proposed relocation of the federal 
building site surely does not mean that 
Ottawa expects to be coaxed into 


Ottawa should not have to be coaxed 
into compliance. 

Full information about the 
“Government Centre” along 107, 108 and 
109 streets has already been forwarded to 
the capital. 

That in itself should be enough to per- 
suade the federal authorities to permit 
shifting of the federal building site from 
the civic centre to the new location. 

And now there is an even stronger 
reason for early decision on this shifting. 

The city now has before it the Detwiler

por which, whatever its merits, must 
given fullest and most careful consid- 
eration. 

But the city cannot consider it until 
the federal government is willing to re- 
locate its building site. 

In other words, the A is unable to 
make a decision in a matter in which it has 
a perfect right to make a decision unless 
Ottawa is willing to co-operate. 

It is unthinkable that a senior govern- 
ment would be so deliberately obdurate as 
to stand between Edmonton and its right 
of free choice. 

Indeed the reasons for changing the 
site of the federal building are so clear and 
impelling, for not one but two obvious pur- 
poses, that an Edmonton delegation should 
not need to go to Ottawa at all.

aged garageman named Harry 
Jellinek, was found outside the 
little boys’ room in the basement. 
The coroner certified that both 
deaths were caused by a powerful 
dose of cyanide of potassium. 

Was it a case of double mur- 
der? Was it double suicide? Or 
was it murder and suicide? 

Detective Patty MacVeigh was 
this sizzling spud, and 
went about cooling it off not like 
a Sherlock Holmes but like an 
ordinary policeman. He started 
by questioning everyone in the 
neighborhoods where the victims 
had lived; inch-by-inched the 
tenement flats they had called 
their homes; jig-sawed together 
a lot of biographical bits and 
pieces, and came up with a solu- 
tion so simple that no one con- 
nected with the case could im- 
agine why it hadn't been thought 
of right away. 

Jellinek’s past was reconstruct- 
ed easily enough. Starting as a 
helper in @ gatage, he had man- 
aged to save enough to buy his 
own business, and his garage had 
prospered until the depression 
hit it. When things got tough, he 
borrowed $150 from a bank, and 
when he couldn't meet the note 
on July 1, he was threatened with 
foreclosure, 

Figuring he had nothing to live 
for, he purchased $3 worth of 
powdered cyanide and then, with 
his last nickel, beught himself a 
poppyseed roll at the Automat. 
He dug a hole in it, poured the 
powder in, bit off as much as he 
could chew and headed for the 
men’s room. At the foot of the 
stairs he collapsed and died 


Harmless 
Old Bat 

So far, so clear. Next, Mac- 
Veigh went to work on Lillian 
Rosenfeld, She had been a harm- 
less old bat who scavenged 
around junk heaps, and for 28 
years bad lived in a 8/-a-moata 


with everything from old piano 
rolis to a rusty weather vane. 

From employes of the Automat, 
the detective learned that on 
several occasions the old dame 
had parked herself in the mez- 
zanine where she could watch the 
tables on the main floor, and 
when someone left without finish- 
ing a meal, she would hurry down 
and eat the remains or scoop 
them into a paper bag. 

That finished the case. Obvi- 
ously the scavenger had seen 
Jellinek leave part of his roll! 
and had popped the half-eaten 
bun into her mouth. 

MacVeigh's investigation un- 
covered an additional irony. 
While sifting through the hodge- 
podge in Lillian’s room, he found 
Six bankbooks which showed she 
had $45,000 stashed in various 
banks in Manhattan and New Jer- 
sey. The annua! interest on her 
nest egg was $1,200, or eight 
times the amount Jellinek needed 
to save his garage and life.

School 
Wants 

Editor, Bulletin—Now that the 
estimated expenditures of the 
provincial government have been 
announced, we know what the 
premier and his ministers think 
of the greatest natural resource 
we have, the school children of 
this province, and what is their 
Opinion of fair and equitable 
taxation. 

We also know they only used 
the Judge Report to get re- 
elected on, as when the report 
was completed Mr. Judge had no 
knowledge of the large amount 
of unexpected money that would 
pour into the treasury from oil 
development that was to take 
place in the last two years mak- 
ing Alberta the richest per 
capita in Canada, or I have no 
doubt he would have recomended 
that school grants equal to at 
least 50% of the full admini- 
stration costs of all school dis- 
triets and divisions allocated ac- 
cording to need. 

The $7,850,000.00 for school 
grants is about 28% of the costs 
which means that one class of 
taxpayer must pay 72% of the 
cost in addition to their share of 
the 28% paid from general re- 
venue which is the government's 
opinion of fair and equitable 
taxation 

I may point out that the 
government has been collecting 
in gasoline taxes, about 25% of 
the transportation grant from the 
school districts and divisions one 
year before the grant Is paid, 
therefore, the actual payment 
was only 75% of the amount set. 

When the executive of the 
Schoo! Trustees Association re- 
quested a refund of the gasoline 
tax collected on school trans- 
portation, the ministers said it 
was a very difficult problem 
Therefore we have our highly 
paid premier and his ministers 
admitting they could not solve ¢ 


problem that a grade three 
student could do, 

I will not comment on the pro- 
posed revolving fund being set 
up for schoo! districts and divis- 
ions financially able to build, 
other than to say it is of no value 
where taxation has been forced ¢ 
past ability to pay owing to crop 
failures and that the government 
is following its usual policy of 
“To him that hath, it shall be 
given.” 

The only solution to the whole 
problem of inequitable school 
taxation is for the government to 
More nearly assume its respon- 
sibility to edueation, for although 
the minister has stated that it 
does not matter who pays, the 
taxpayer must pay the full cost, 
which we agree, but to force one 
class of taxpayer to pay 72% of 
the cost plus their share of the 
balance cannot be said to be 
fair or equitable.

Communist Effort 
To Cripple France © 


One of the most significent 
and heartwarming developments 
of recent years in Western Eur- 
ope has been the steady ebbing 
away of Communist strength, 

What happened in the recent 
British general election is a case 
in point, 

As a political force, Commun- 
ism never has been much of a 
factor in Great Britain. Of the 
640 seats in the last parliament, 
Communists held only two. Now 
they have none. Indeed, the total 
vote for all the 100 or so Com- 
munists who ran for parliament 
was negligible, 

In varying degrees, the same 
trend has been noticeable al- 
most everywhere else this side ot 
the Iron Curtain. Communist 
strength has been declining in 
Italy, France, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands, Denmark, West Germany 
and Norway, whose parliament, 
like Britain's, is now Communist- 
free, 

It would be a mistake to con- 
clude from all this that Com- 
munism is no longer a threat to 
the stability, order, safety and 
national life of West European 
countries, 

Any complacence on that score 
is distinctly premature in view of 
what has been happening in 
France. 

There the Communists, through 
their contro] of key trade unions 
still are in a position to do a 
great deal of damage and have 
been making just that very at- 
tempt. 

The end result of their current 
strike and sabotage efforts, aim- 
ed this time at the American 
military aid program, may very 
well! be a further decline in Com- 
munist strength in France, 


Strike 
Epidemic 

This is precisely what happen- 
ed in 1947, when the Communist- 
generated strike epidemic had 
the Marshal! Plan as its principal 
target. 

In Morcow’'s eyes, however, it 
is far more important to weaken 
France at this time than to per- 
mit the French Communist party 
to husband its strength. So far 
as the Kremlin is concerned, all 
Western Communist parties, in- 
cluding that of France, now are 
expendable, 

The Rugsian leaders recognize 
that the European key to the 
security system created by the 
North Atlantic pact is to be 
found in France, 

They also are perfectly well 
aware that there never has been 
a period since the end of the 
war when the French political 
structure has been more un- 
stable

Since the departure from the 
government of the Socialists 
some weeks ago, the Bidault cab- 
inet has remained in power by 
sufferance, depending for its pre- 
carious majorities in the National 
Assembly on the unwillingness 
of the Socialists and others to 
force it out and, in so doing, 
make an early general election 
unavoidable, 

Weakened as they have been 
politically, during the last few 
years, the Communists remain 
powerful in the trade union 
movement through their domina- 
tion of the General Federation of 
Labor, the CGT, and their direct 
control of certain key unions. 

Their strategy of attack has 
been a two-fold one. They have 
urged direct sabotage of Ameri- 
can arms shipments to France 
and, at the same time, have spon- 
sored strikes which ostensibly 
have purely economic motives 
behind them. 


Measured 


Recovery 

The point to remember in the 
latter connection is that, despite 
the very gratifying measure of 
recovery made by France since 
the Marshall Plan went into 
force, the gap between the level 
of wages and that of the cost of 
living never has satisfactorily 
been bridged, 

In terms of the standard of liv- 
ing millions of French workers 
still are far from being as well 
off as they were before the war. 

In taking the initiative in spon- 
soring these strikes, the Com- 
munists tend to put their Social- 
ist rivals on the spot. 

It was precisely on the ques- 
tion of authorized wage increases 
for certain categories of workers 
that the Socialists in the National 
Assembly found it impossible to 
continue their coalition with the 
Popular Republicans and other 
middle parties and left the gov- 
ernment, With a general election 
not too distant (although they 
would like to have it postponed 
as long as possible), the Social- 
ists cannot afford to take a posi- 
tion which the Communists could 
denounce as anti-worker. Yet 
the more France is plagued by 
strikes the more its real recovery 
is postponed and the less useful 
an ally it is to the United States 
and other members of the Atlan- 
tie pact. 

Furthermore, a France rent by 
eeconomic dislocations and 
plagued by political chaos hard- 
ly will be able to play that vigor- 
ous role in Indo-China which the 
Situation in Southeast Asia de- 
mands, 

More than ever, every move 
made by the Kremlin and its 
stooges on the political chess- 
board has global aims behind it.
